WiLKESBABBE, Pa., Dec. 21.—There 
has been no developments since 2 o'clock 
this morning in regard to entombed 
miners. 
The latest oflScial message re- 
ceived at that hour was workmen on the 
gangway from an air shaft, had reached 
the first chamber in which it was hoped 
some men will be found. 
None were 
found. 
There are six other chambers 
along the gangway, and it 
thought 
the men will be found in one of them. 
It is now fully believed the missing men 
were caught in the sand at the time 
the cave in took place and they are now 
dead. 


Later—The last messenger connected 
with the exploring party came out at 
11:20 this morning. He reports none of 
the men discovered yet and all hope of 
ever seeing them alive is abandoned. 


At 1:40 this aiternoon the relief party 
were spurred on by a signal they had re- 
ceived which indicates there is life be- 
yond. 
The tapping upon an iron air 
pipe was heard by the rescuers and they 
naturally conclude that there is yet 
good grounds of hope that at least some 
of the men may be rescued alive. 
It is 
the opinion of some of the best miners 
that they cannot reach the men for some 
days owing to the extent of obstructions. 
Others expect they will reach the men 
within the next ten honrs.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Among the 
bills favorably reported and placed on 
the calendar were the following: Mr. 
Edmonds, from the committee on judi- 
ciary, in reference to bigamy and po- 
lygamy in Utah. 
Mr. Hoar, from the 
same committee, an original bill to es- 
tablish a uniform system in bankruptcy.

THE forthcoming report of the state

sane. The latter are likely to prove very 
expensive institutions, for while the in-

more than double that amount. It is 
seldom that a state undertakes so many 
and such expensive improvements at the 
same time. 


THE introduction of the megaphone 
on shipboard—a sort of telescope for 
the ear, or macliine for magnifying 
sound—is said to be a boon in prospect 
for mariners. Its design is to enable a 
person to heai- or carry on a conversa- 
tion with people at a distance, and it is 
constructed of two huge cone-shaped 
tubes, eight feet long and three in di- 
ameter at the large end, which dimin- 
ish to an apex in the form of rubber 
tubes small enough to place in the ear.
